To p rev ent their in­ 
festation, all refu se shou ld be d is­ 
p osed of p romp tly , garbage 
kep t 
cov ered in sanitary containers, 
and 
hou ses screened . 
Since each area 
raises its own flies, the nu mber of 
flies in any neighborhood is an ind ex 
to sanitary cond itions therein. 


Destru ction of the breed ing p laces 
of mosq u itoes is an imp ortant p art 
of clean-u p week activ ities. Malaria, 
d engu e, and y ellow fev er are sp read 
by the malaria and tiger mosq u ito. 
They breed in stand ing water and 
can be checked by d raining, d itch­ 
ing, or filling in su ch natu ral reser­ 
v oirs which serv e as breed ing p laces. 
Fu rther p rotection against mosq u i­ 
toes is p rov id ed by WEEKLY sp ray ­ 
ing of oil on stand ing water.
